EDUCATION BRANCH RECEIVES AWARD 
The Education Branch of the Navajo Agency has 
received a Department of Interior Unit Award for Meri¬ 
torious Service. The award was given for work done in 
planning, organizing and executing an educational 
census of Navajo school children on the Navajo Reserva¬ 
tion. 

The award was presented by James F. Canon, Admini¬ 
strative Assistant to Gallup Area Director, Wade Head. 
G. Warren Spaulding, General Superintendent of the 
Navajo Agency, School Superintendents, other Agency 
employees, and visitors were present at the ceremony. 
The ceremony took place in the Window Rock Agency 
Library. 

In presenting the award Mr. Canan read a letter from 
Douglas McKay, Secretary of the Interior which said: 

"After much study and careful planning, the Branch 
of Education of the Window Rock Area united in the 
effort to take a complete educational census during the 
colander year of 1953. The result was the most accurate 
information available to date concerning the Indian 
children on the Navajo Reservation. Every family was 
contacted, and by comparison the Branch can forecast 
with a high degree of accuracy its needs for several 
years in advance. Final compilation of the data resulted 
in savings of money, time and repetitive effort. It also 
enable the Bureau of Indian Affairs to proceed with plans 
to place an additional 7,000 Navajo children in schools. 
In comparison with previous data, the taking of the 1953 
educational census establishes it as an accomplishment 
of outstanding merit and represents the highest type of 
group coordination. For this outstanding contribution, 
achieved under difficult and varied conditions, the 
Branch of Education of the Window Rock Area is granted 
the Department's Unit Award for Meritorious Service." 

Also a letter from Glenn Emmons, Indian Affairs 
Commissioner was read which stated: 


"The work performed by personnel of the Branch of 
Education on the 1 953 Educational Census on the Navajo 
Reservation demonstrated service of the highest quality. 
On behalf of the Bureau of Indian Affairs I wish to 
express appreciation and thanks to each who participated 
in the outstanding service." 

In accepting the award, Charles E. Morelock, Director 
of Navajo Schools, stated that the award was a tribute 
to the fine work done by the School Superintendents, 
members of their staff, and the former Director of 
Navajo Schools, John F. Carmody. He also said, "The 
initiation of the Navajo Emergency Education Program 
was made possible by the extensive census program 
initiated by Mr. Carmody and carried out by school 
employees. 

Regarding the presentation, G. Warren Spaulding, 
Superintendent of the Navajo Agency said, 

"The award is much appreciated by the staff at the 
Navajo Agency. While the responsibility for conducting 
the census of all Navajo children of school age was 
placed primarily upon the Branch of Education, this 
branch gratefully acknowledges the assistance of many 
other workers who cooperated in the effort."

EXTRAPULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS, TB-BRAIN 
(Continued from January Issue) 

Tuberculosis is a disease that effects the lungs pri¬ 
marily. However, many other parts of of the body can 
also be affected. One bad location for tuberculosis to 
spread is to the brain. Before the new medicines for tuber¬ 
culosis were perfected, patients with this condition died 
in every instance. Now with early treatment nine out 
of ten patients live. Tuberculosis of the brain is seen 
more ofter in young children than grown-ups, but can 
happen at any age. 

Tuberculosis of the brain may show up in a person 
with signs of headache, vomiting, fever, and stiff neck. 
If any person in your family ever develops these 
symptoms, rush them to a hospital for a medical chechup. 
If something is not done fast, the person will go into 
coma and die sometimes with convulsions and shock. 

Tuberculosis - Throat: 

Tuberculosis of the throat is especially common. It 
is more frequent with advanced pulmonary tuberculosis. 
These people have hoarseness which usually progresses 
to the point where the person cannot talk above a 


whisper. Patients may not have any pain in TB of the 
throat. However, in some cases pain can be severe and 
may make swallowing difficult. 

Doctors know that where the patients with tuberculosis 
of the throat take medicines and rest in a sanatorium, 
the throat heals in a few months. The pain and hoar¬ 
seness disappear and strength of the voice returns. 

Tuberculosis - Bone: 

Tuberculosis of the bone is seen among the Navajo 
people in many forms. Sometimes, the spine becomes 
diseased. Then you see crooked backs. Occasionally with 
tuberculous pus draining from diseased bone. In other 
cases tuberculosis may eat into joint, for example: hip, 
elbow, wrist, or ankle. If treatment is not started the 
joint and bone may be destroyed. This will stop the use 
of joints. In this way many children and adults have 
been crippled by tuberculosis. 

If swelling and painful joints are noticed, or if the 
back begins to swell with pain and discharge of pus, the 
person should go to hospital for treatment. If this person 
takes medicine and rest as prescribed by the doctor, he 
may regain use of the joint and heal the bone.

in an infection of the lymph glands. These organs are 
found in every person and feel like small "knots". They 
are about the size of a pea or marble. They are found 
in the neck, under the arms, and in the groin. When 
the tubercle germs infect these glands, the glands swell 
up. The skin over these glands becomes red. Later, the 
glands break down and pus breaks out and drains through 
the skin. Sometimes pus drains from the side of the neck 
for many years. Later this may heal and leave scars. 

Tuberculosis germs will sometimes be carried through 
the blood to the outside lining of the intestines. Here the 
tuberculosis germs cause trouble by producing pain in 
the stomach. Sometimes fluid collects there. 

Tuberculosis may also involve the stomach and inside 
lining of the intestine. These people may get crampy 
pain, have nausea and vomiting, and even bloody 
diarrhea. Doctors believe that people with far advanced 
lung tuberculosis swallow the sputum which contains the 
tubercle germ. In this way the intestine gets infected 
and ulcers develop, causing pain and bleeding.

effective until the section of road or bridge is clearly 
posted with signs showing limits. 

Officers may Weigh Vehicles and Require Removal of 
Excess Loads. * 

Any Navajo Police Officer having reason to believe 
that the weight of a vehicle and load is unlawful is 
authorized to require the driver to stop and to have 
load weighed. This can be done by either portable or 
stationary scales. The vehicle may be require to be 
driven to the nearest public or government scales it 
scales are within two (2) miles. 

When an officer finds a vehicle too heavily loaded he 
may require the driver to stop in a suitable place and 
remain standing until overload is removed. All material 
so unloaded shall be cared for by the owner or operator 
and at his risk. 

Any driver of a vehicle who does not stop as requested 
for weighing, or who fails or refuses otherwise to comply 
with the provisions of this section, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor.

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Administrative Assistant, Window Rock, Arizona. 

These men are important people of the Navajo Tribe. 

Education and its important was stressed. It was 
stated that "silver and gold will vanish away, but a good 
education will never decay! This statement speaks loudly 
for education and its advantages. 

These gentlemen had toured Indian schools through¬ 
out the Western United States. They were endeavoring 
to impress upon young minds how and why an education 
must be obtained. 

Indian children of today have a greater opportunity 
to become educated and learn a vocation than the 
children of not too long ago. If children have an educa¬ 
tion, they are better qualified to compete in employ¬ 
ment and earn a higher standard of living. 

Armed with the superiority of higher education, the 
Indian of today can and will take his or her place in 
society.
